Applicant's election without traverse of group I in the reply filed on 05/01/06 is 
acknowledged. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-11, 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murata et 
al (5978186). Murata et al. discloses the same invention as claimed: A magnetic detection device 
comprising: first magnetic core of a soft magnetic film (either 58 or 59), a conductive wire 61 
formed on said first magnetic core at a portion thereof, and a second magnetic core of a soft 
magnetic film (either 58 or 59) formed on said first magnetic core so as to hold said conductive 
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wire therebetween, the area of the cross-section perpendicular to a partially different magnetic 
path being being partially different, therein a current in which a DC bias current is superimposed 
on an AC current is let to flow through said conductive wire (col. 14, lines 26-28); magnetic core 
or path 58 in the vicinities of wire 61 being smaller than 59 (see Fig.6, at 63 and 58); the smaller 
portion of 58 of Fig.6 being depressed; insulation film 60 and 60A; wire thickness being smaller 
at is two lower corners; two-layer structure at end shown at 3 in Fig.6; wire thickness being 
larger than core 58 (at the left corner of 58 in Fig.6) or larger than 59 (at the left corner of 59 in 
Fig.6). It should be noted that first core can be core 1 (or 2), second core 58 (or 59), or vice 
versa. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12, 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Claims 33-39 are allowed.
